Too few 
patients 
ends GP 
surgery 

A DOCTORS’ surgery serv¬ 
ing 1,500 patients on a Dud¬ 
ley estate is to close. 

Dr Richard Bramble, from 
Kates Hill Surgery, told 
councillors and residents at 
a community forum it would 
shut on March 28. 

Councillors said they were 
“disappointed” and vowed 
to talk to health bosses 
about the plans. 

The surgery was opened 
in April 2010 after Dudley’s 
primary care trust commis¬ 
sioned the new practice. 

Dr Bramble said the 
Wolverton Road surgery 
needed to attract 100 new 
patients a month under the 
terms of its contract to 
achieve the funding to stay 
open but had averaged 
around 50 patients. 

The GP told the borough’s 
first new community forum 
this week: “This not my 
decision, but I’ve come here 
partly to tell people in the 
community. 

“It is down to a contrac¬ 
tual agreement between the 
surgery and the PCT.” 

Ward councillor Steve 
Waltho, who is also Dudley’s 
adult social care boss, said 
he will take up the surgery’s 
plight. “I was very, very dis¬ 
appointed when I found 
out,” he said. 

Fellow ward councillor 
and deputy leader of Dudley 
Council, Shaukat Ali, said: 
“It is very unfortunate.”

MP WANTS TALKS 

OVER DEATH EUUES

N MP is demanding talks with health bosses after an 
investigation was launched into high death rates at Dud¬ 
ley’s hospital trust. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, which runs Russells Hall Hospital, is one of 
14 trusts across the country being probed, in the wake of the Stafford Hospital scandal. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin says he wants to talk with those leading the inquiry. NHS 
medical director, Professor Sir Bruce Keogh, said trusts face examination after the Fran¬ 
cis inquiry highlighting failings in Mid-Staffordshire. The number of patient deaths in the

Witness call in 
'self-defence' 
murder charge 

A MURDER suspect accused of stabbing a 
man to death used a knife in self-defence 
because he was “in fear for his life” when 
two intruders burst into a house where he 
was staying, a court was told. 

Ian Swinburne’s solicitor told Dudley 
magistrates that the alleged victim, David 
Carpenter, and another man had come from 
Wolverhampton to the house in Graham 
Road, Halesowen, to “sort out” his client. 

Mr Michael Davies took the unusual step 
of applying for reporting restrictions to be 
lifted at the first court appearance so he 
could appeal for witnesses. 

The court approved the application and 
Swinburne, aged 49, of Stourbridge Road, 
Brierley Hill, sent him to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court where he was further 
remanded in custody on Monday. 

He is charged with murdering Mr Car¬ 
penter, also aged 49, and assaulting another 
man, Mitchell While, on Sunday, February 
3. Mr Davies told magistrates he had “never 
come across a stronger case of self defence”. 

He said: “It is quite clear my client was 
acting in self defence. He was attacked in a 
property where he was staying by two men 
who deliberately came to sort him out. They 
came through the kitchen and the conser¬ 
vatory and, at that time when he feared for 
his life, he used a knife to protect himself.” 

Mrs Lauranne Middleton, prosecuting, 
told magistrates she accepted “the major¬ 
ity” of what Mr Davies had said. He is urg¬ 
ing witnesses to call him on 01384 375437. 


2011/12, the Doctor Foster Hospital Guide 
found. At Dudley group the hospital stan¬ 
dardised mortality rating, which measures 
deaths while in hospital care, was 111.1 
between April 2011 and March 2012. 

The expected level is 100. 

Mr Austin said he was concerned about 
the figures but wanted to hear more detail 
about what will be investigated. 

“I’m concerned about these figures and I 
welcome the inquiry so that we can all see 
the facts because public confidence in the 
quality of care is crucial,” Mr Austin added. 

“I’m asking to meet his team so I can 
learn more about their concerns and the 
inquiry they ’ll be conducting. 

“I also think it’s vital that the views of 
patients and their families are listened to as 
part of his process.” 

Dudley Group chief executive Paula 
Clarke said current death rates are “within 
the expected range” and showed continu¬ 
ing improvement over the past year. 

Safety 

“We welcome this review as we believe it 
will give further reassurance around the 
safety and quality of our services,” she 
added. Mrs Clarke said they had measures 
in place to ensure patient safety including 
monthly reports from ward matrons and 
clinical staff to the board. 

The trust also did ward audits to ensure 
standards are met and have a “whistle 
blowing policy” which staff can use if they 
have concerns about patient safety. “We 
ensure we learn lessons from complaints 
and concerns raised by patients,” she said. 

Meanwhile, the Dudley Group and 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust are among at least 10 nationally 
where former patients and their families 
have contacted law firm Leigh Day. 

The solicitors represented 120 of the vic¬ 
tims of Stafford Hospital’s lapses in stan¬ 
dards between 2005 and 2008. 

Lawyers say that they are are investigat¬ 
ing the complaints but have not launched 
legal action against the trusts.

WORK is almost complete on a £1.5million 
restoration project of Netherton Tunnel. 

Engineers from May Guerney are work¬ 
ing with the Canal and River Trust to 
strengthen the 1.7mile-long tunnel. 

Having started in November, the workers 
have so far stabilised a 164-ft stretch of the 
tunnel by drilling steel tubes through the 
side walls. 

They are now finishing pegging a steel 
mesh to the brick archway and filling it with 
concrete to further strengthen the struc¬ 


ture. The work, which is expected to be fin¬ 
ished in mid-March, was needed after cracks 
began to appear in the brickwork section. 

Once complete, the tunnel, which goes 
between Netherton and Tipton, will be 
reopened. 

The tunnel was opened in August 1858. 

John Ward, trust regional engineering 
manager, said early indications showed 
repairs working well, but other areas of the 
tunnel would also have to be looked at.

Sport for 
everyone 
facilities 
planned 

DUDLEY College has 
unveiled plans to create 
community sports facilities, 
a training kitchen and chil¬ 
dren’s nursery. 

Bosses have already 
embarked on a £30 million 
project to create a Learning 
Quarter in the town centre 
including a new sixth form 
hub and vocational centre. 

Principal Lowell Williams 
said other projects were in 
the pipeline to extend the 
facilities open to students 
and the wider community. 

“We haven’t quite got to 
the planning yet but we are 
working with the Football 
Association and Sport Eng¬ 
land to bring some really 
modern, usable, outdoor 
sports facilities into the 
town centre,” he said. 

“Dudley Evolve, the col¬ 
lege’s new vocational train¬ 
ing centre, has already got a 
fantastic gym and sports 
hall but all-weather sports 
facilities are a bit scarce in 
the centre of the borough. 

“We think that the com¬ 
munity is not really well pro¬ 
vided for and if you could 
bring some really good facil¬ 
ities into the centre of Dud¬ 
ley and then encourage 
community teams to use it, 
again this would bring more 
footfall into the town.” 

He said the college also 
hoped to create a commer¬ 
cial nursery for staff and stu¬ 
dents with the hope it would 
offer work experience to 
child care students.

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Cabbies' fees to rise despite plea 


DUDLEY cabbies face a rise in 
licence fees - despite a plea to coun¬ 
cillors by drivers complaining they 
are struggling to make ends meet. 

Representatives of local Hackney 
carriage and private hire firms said 
they had been pegging fares for 
years because their customers were 
struggling - but they also faced 
increased insurance costs. 

Premiums were said to be at lev¬ 
els of between £2,000 to £5,000 a 


year. Shaz Saleem, chairman of 
Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation, which represents 15 compa¬ 
nies, told councillors that drivers 
often faced abuse, damage to vehi¬ 
cles and items thrown at them, incl¬ 
uding snowballs and stones. 

“Private hire fares have stayed 
the same for the last seven years - 
but in that time the council fees 
have gone up by nearly £78,” he told 
Dudley Council’s taxis committee, 


as he pleaded with members to 
freeze the licence fees. 

“During the festive period we are 
entitled to charge double but 
charged only single because we 
knew what our customers were 
going through. 

“There’s a part of me that feels 
what we are saying will fall on deaf 
ears. But there’s also part of me that 
is praying you guys will listen.” 

Despite pleas from Mr Saleem and 


Mohammed Ali, representing Dud¬ 
ley Taxi Alliance, the committee 
approved a two per cent rise for the 
licences, which have to be renewed 
annually, taking fees from £221.87 
to £226.31, starting in April. Mem¬ 
bers heard that, even with the 
increase, the licensing department 
would be subsidising taxi licence 
fees to the tune of £96,000 a year, 
although that was compensated for 
by a profit on drinks licensing.

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DUDLEY Hippodrome would have to survive 
without council grants, its leader said today, 
as campaigners await the imminent arrival of 
a report analysing its future. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor David Sparks has 
refused to rule out a future for the demolition-threatened 
theatre. But in a message to 
campaigners, he said a busi¬ 
ness plan outlining its long¬ 
term future was essential. 

Council officers have sub¬ 
mitted plans to demolish the 
old theatre building to make 
way for the major Castle Hill 
development. 

Councillor Sparks said: “If 
the hippodrome is kept open 
it will have to be because it 
has a viable business plan. 

“The situation is that this 
is out for an independent 
assessment at the moment. 

“We are expecting this 
back imminently.” 

He said the council had to 
work to a timetable. 

“We have been clear with 
the people involved with the 
Hippodrome from day one. 

Earmarked 

“We have to have a 
timetable because we have 
European money earmarked 
for the investment in Castle 
Hill. 

“If we don’t spend that 
money in accordance with 
the timetable then that 
money has to go back. 

“The fundamental issue 
with Castle Hill is that it has 
to be run on business lines - 
it cannot be run on a public 
subsidy. 

“Any other attraction on 
Castle Hill would have to 
exist without a public sub¬ 
sidy.” 

He highlighted reductions 
in the subsidy to the Black 
Country Living Museum, 
minimum funding to Dudley 
Canal Trust and payments 
made to Dudley Zoo only for 
the upkeep of the Castle 
Hill. 

“There has to be properly 
worked out business plan 
with monthly estimates over 
a three to five year period. 


Thousands 
to be spent 
on revamp 
of car parks 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
will be spent on revamping 
council-owned car parks 
across Dudley. 

Council chiefs have made 
a £150,000 fund available to 
refurbish some of the bor¬ 
ough’s car parks. The pro¬ 
posals will see pay and 
display machines upgraded 
and spaces resurfaced. The 
council is currently drawing 
up a list of sites in need of 
refurbishment. 

The cabinet will be asked 
to approve the budget for 
the improvement at a meet¬ 
ing this week. 

Councillor Tracy Wood 
said: “We are currently look¬ 
ing at making improve¬ 
ments to a number of 
council car parks in the next 
financial year, the details of 
which are yet to deter¬ 
mined.” 

The council is expected to 
increase parking charges as 
part of its 2013/14 budget. 

Councillor Judy Foster 
revealed the authority was 
making a loss from its car 
parks because revenue was 
going towards the cost of 
enforcement and making 
parking areas safe. 

She said despite the 
planned rise, that charges 
would remain “very compet¬ 
itive” compared with neigh¬ 
bouring areas.

Baby boy 
died after 
check up 
by doctor 

A MOTHER told an inquest 
of the last moments she 
shared with her baby son 
before he died of a serious 
infection just hours after 
being checked by his GE 

Govind Singh Toor’s par¬ 
ents were told by their doc¬ 
tor the nine-month-old baby 
was battling a virus. But 
their son died from an 
aggressive streptococcal 
infection, which was likely 
to have been present days 
earlier, the inquest was told. 

Govind, who died on Jan¬ 
uary 7, 2010, spent four days 
in Russells Hall Hospital in 
December, 2009, with a 
wheezing condition as well 
as spending New Year’s Eve 
in the hospital before he was 
allowed out. 

His parents Surinder 
Kaur, aged 32, and Santokh 
Singh, 40, of Leighton Close, 
Dudley, told the inquest at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court 
they took their son to his GR 
Dr JS Rathore in Castle 
Meadow Surgery, Dudley on 
January 4, and he told them 
Govind had a virus. 

The next day Mrs Kaur 
spoke to the GP on the 
phone as Govind was vomit¬ 
ing and refusing to eat and 
the doctor suggested hydra¬ 
tion for the baby. The 
inquest continues.

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200 extra 
officers 
for police 

TWO hundred more police 
officers, special constables 
and Pesos will be deployed to 
the front line in the West 
Midlands, following the 
approval of this year’s 
budget for the region’s police 
force. 

Around 100 police officers 
will have their roles taken on 
by other staff so they can 
concentrate solely on 
working on the streets and 
serving their neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

About 50 new Pesos will be 
taken on - ending a two year 
recruitment freeze by the 
force - as well as 50 new 
special constable volunteers. 

The extra cost will mean 
residents will see their 
council tax precepts for the 
police force rise by three per 
cent rise - just under £3 
extra a year for the average 
household. 

The increase will provide 
the force with £65million for 
2013/14 - making up for a 12 
per cent drop in Government 
funding to £492million. The 
force also plans to spend 
£2million from reserves. 

Last week, the region’s 
police and crime panel 
approved the budget follow¬ 
ing a presentation by Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Bob Jones. Afterwards, he 
said: “I am very pleased we 
can now move forward.”

Councillors vote in a new leader of party

CONSERVATIVE councillors in 
Dudley have voted in Councillor 
Patrick Harley as the party’s new 
leader. 

Former Dudley Council leader 
Councillor Les Jones stepped down as 
leader of the borough’s Tory group 
amid claims of his failing leadership. 

At a showdown meeting on Friday, 
councillors discussed the future 
direction of the party, and a ballot was 
held for the leadership. 

It was originally thought that 
present deputy leader, Councillor 
Tim Wright, and the group’s trans¬ 


port spokesman Councillor Patrick 
Harley would vie for the top job. 

But in the end it was Councillor 
Harley who took on Councillor Ken 
Turner for the post - and Councillor 
Harley was declared the winner. 

At the meeting Conservative coun¬ 
cillors discussed the future of the 
party, which lost control of Dudley 
Council at last May’s elections. 

This was further compounded by a 
by-election defeat at the end of last 
month. 

Councillor Harley, who represents 
Kingswinford South, said he was very 


pleased there was a contest for leader¬ 
ship. 

He said: “To be honest I was 
pleased there was a contest for leader¬ 
ship, as it is not right that someone 
should just be declared a winner. 

“At the meeting we had a frank dis¬ 
cussion about the state of the party 
and we all decided the members need 
to unite and concentrate our efforts 
on taking the Labour administration 
to task.” 

He added: “The most important 
thing is that we unite the group, so we 
can move forward.” Councillor 


Harley said he felt honoured to be 
elected leader of the party. He added: 
“I am personally delighted, and will 
do my utmost to unite the party.” 

The budget and transport are two 
areas he believed people in Dudley 
most care about at this time. 

He pledged to sort out the party’s 
shadow cabinet and provide a strong 
challenge to Labour when the 
borough elections take place in May 
next year. 

Councillor Jones served as leader of 
the party in the borough for almost 
two years. 


Freeze on council tax will 
cut extra £5m from budget 


DUDLEY Council will have to make further 
cuts of £5 million if plans to freeze council tax 
for another year are approved. 

Members of the cabinet are due to accept a £2.2m Govern¬ 
ment grant allowing the authority to keep the rate the same 
in 2013/14. 

However, instead of having to make savings of £22m - 
had a two per cent rise in the rate been introduced - it will 
now need to find £27m. Plans already revealed to make

“I am pleased that such a 
huge number of people were 
in favour of protecting serv¬ 
ices it shows just how much 
they value them.” 

The council tax freeze pro¬ 
posals was due before the 
cabinet on Tuesday. 

If approved, they will go 
before the full council on 
March 4 for the final deci¬ 
sion.

IT’S a far cry from the pick- 
axes and shovels which cut 
their way in feats of engi¬ 
neering in its Victorian 
heyday. 

Now the modern-day equivalent 
of hi-tech drilling equipment and 
techniques are helping to save a 
famous Dudley canal tunnel for the 
future. 

More than a dozen engineers are 
working around the clock to rein¬ 
force the 1.7mile long Netherton 
Tunnel as part of ongoing repairs. 

Scaffolding has been brought in 
on top of wooden boarding placed 
across the water channel to give 
workers access to the tunnel lining 
inside. 

They have been drilling holes in 
the wall and fitting these with steel 
tubes which are then filled with con¬ 
crete. Steel mesh is being pegged on 
to the brick archway and also filled 
with concrete. 

Generators 

Workers are using hand drills to 
make the improvements inside. 

Generators have been brought in 
and put along the towpath to flood 
the tunnel with light and give 
workers a clear view. 

The tunnel, which serves the 
Birmingham Canal Navigations 
stretch between Netherton and 
Tipton, will be closed for four 
months for the project. 

Cracks have begun to appear in 
the brickwork section of the tunnel 
almost a mile underground - 
prompting the need for restoration 
by the Canal and River Trust. 

Regional engineering manager, 
John Ward, said: “It is important we 
do the work because if we didn’t the 
tunnel closure would cut the main 
Black Country canal, which 
stretches from Birmingham to the 
River Severn, in half. 

“If we didn’t do the work the floor 
of the tunnel would pop up because 
of the pressure from the side walls 
and eventually the tunnel would col¬ 
lapse.” Netherton Tunnel, which is 
26ft underground, is the largest 
tunnel of its kind in the country, 
measuring almost 27ft wide and 
around 24ft high. 

Inside the tunnel workers have

already installed 20ft-long steel rods 
on each side of the canal which go 
into the bank. 

These will help stabilise the 
tunnel, stopping cracking under¬ 
neath the water and also strength¬ 
ening the structure above. Now they 
are installing steel mesh which 
covers the inside of the arch of the 
tunnel which will be filled with con¬ 
crete to add more support. 

The main focus for the mainte¬ 
nance work is a 164ft stretch deep 


inside the tunnel. Workers trans¬ 
port materials using canal boats 
along the tunnel to get to the site 
and have been using bikes to get 
along the towpath. 

Repairs 

Two shifts of 15 engineers are 
working on the project between 9am 
and 2am each day to ensure the 
project is completed as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Netherton Tunnel has been 
subject to ongoing repairs ever since 


it was built in a two-year project 
which saw it ready for opening in 
August 1858. 

The tunnel, which goes under 
Dudley town centre, was created by 
workers digging dozens of holes fol¬ 
lowing a line and shovelling earth 
out. 

The tunnel was then initially sta¬ 
bilised using timber stands before 
workers painstakingly installed the 
brickwork arch which is still stand¬ 
ing today. 


Calling to 
improve 
fostering 
services 

CALLS for improvements to 
the fostering service in 
Dudley borough have been 
made by a leading councillor 
who said carers are facing 
challenging times. 

Ofsted inspectors rated 
services as “adequate” in 
their latest report and stated 
foster parents needed more 
training. 

The inspection report also 
highlighted concerns on 
levels of staff sickness, 
which “has led to difficulties 
in completing some foster¬ 
ing tasks”. Council chil¬ 
dren’s services chief, 
councillor Tim Crumpton, 
said he was pleased overall. 

“We are, in the round, 
pleased with the report and 
the praise from inspectors 
for our education standards 
and the positive relation¬ 
ships between young people 
and foster carers,” he said. 

“The report does high¬ 
light areas for improvement, 
including more training for 
foster carers. 

“We have actions in place 
to address the recommenda¬ 
tions in the report. 

“My own observations are 
that foster carers, social 
workers and our children 
form a close-knit, caring, 
family community and that 
we deliver a high standard.” 

Ex-factory 
to be homes 

A FORMER carpet factory 
site is being transformed 
into a new community in 
Kidderminster - thanks to 
the construction of 68 
homes. 

Barratt West Midlands 
has started a £5 million 
development along Clens- 
more Street which is to be 
called Goodwin Park. 

The development will 
consist of two-bedroom 
apartments and two, three 
and four-bedroom houses 
and the site layout will be in 
keeping with the neighbour¬ 
ing area. 

Most of the development 
will run alongside Millen¬ 
nium Green.

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Meeting on 
pitches is 
packed out 

MORE than 100 people 
packed out a public meeting 
in a hotel near a proposed 
site for travelling showpeo- 
ple in Wyre Forest to air 
their fears on the scheme. 

Eight residential pitches 
would be created on a site in 
a field, off Heath Lane, in 
Shenstone, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, under the proposals. 

Neil Jennings, who is 
making the application, says 
his family have a long 
history as travelling show- 
people putting on fair¬ 
ground rides and stalls. 

They have been based at a 
site at Long Bank, Bewdley, 
for more than 30 years, acc¬ 
ording to planning docum¬ 
ents submitted to Wyre 
Forest District Council. But 
the land owner wants them 
to vacate the site. 

The horse grazing field is 
subject to a change of use 
application allowing for the 
residential pitches and space 
for up to 10 HGVs. However, 
neighbours are objecting to 
the plans, claiming some 
people had not been notified 
by the council about the 
application. 

Residents attended an 
emotionally-charged public 
meeting at The Granary 
Hotel, also in Heath Lane, 
to find out more and offer 
their opinion. 

Mr Jennings was unavail¬ 
able for comment. 

Scheme on 
food safety 

A NEWLY launched hygiene 
rating system aims to help 
people planning to eat out in 
Dudley borough to be better 
informed about their food. 

Dudley Council will 
display online the hygiene 
standards that can be found 
in food businesses as part of 
the Food Hygiene Rating 
Scheme (FHRS). 

Developed by the Food 
Standards Agency (FSA), it 
provides information to help 
people choose where to eat 
out or shop for food. The 
council says it will build on 
the success of the Scores on 
the Doors scheme it has been 
running for many years. 
Food outlets such as restau¬ 
rants, takeaways and pubs 
are inspected by officers and 
rated. 


Footpath work

Church ready to celebrate its bi-centenary

A DUDLEY church is celebrating 
its 200-year history this weekend 
by delving into its past. 

Christ Church in Lye High 
Street, first opened in 1813. 

Two centuries later and the 
church has also forged links with 
the local mosque and opened a free 
internet cafe. 

Reverend Simon Falshaw, aged 
52, will be guiding his congrega¬ 
tion through the chruch’s celebra¬ 
tions. 

He said he was optimistic that 


there was a great future ahead for 
the building and its people. He 
said: “The churches that grow are 
the ones that stick most faithfully 
to the Christian message. The 
church needs to adapt to its time 
and, if you lose your message, you 
haven’t got anything distinctive 
left to say. ” 

Christ Church began its celebra¬ 
tions on Sunday with a service held 
in the style of 1913, a year after the 
Titanic’s sinking touched the 
town’s industrial population and a 


year before war would engulf 
Europe. Rev Falshaw said: “We 
wanted to look back at the past but 
1813 just seemed a bit too far. It 
will be quite a different service 
because, for one thing, the liturgy 
uses words that some people today 
would find quite alien. 

“We will also use the Common 
Book of Prayer which was used in 
the Church for 300 years and will 
come as a bit of a shock to us 
because we’re quite a modern 
church.” Rev Falshaw revealed the 


church’s history had its share of 
characters.One previous vicar, 
James Bromley, who arrived at the 
church in 1844 was known to get 
up at 4am to accompany the 
miners to work, even rescuing two 
of them from death by drowning. 

Now the church has an internet 
cafe that is open from 10.30am 
until 4pm and attracted 32 people 
to its most recent session, and a 
relationship has been built with 
Ghausia Jamia Mosque down the 
road. 


90-year-old Arnold killed by 
skip lorry was war veteran

A 90-year-old man who was knocked down and killed 
when by a skip lorry while crossing a road in Brierley 
Hill was a Navy veteran of the Second World War. 

Tributes have been paid to Arnold Soulsby, who died after suffering 
head, neck and chest injuries in the incident in Bank Street. The 
retired engineer lived in Miles Court, John Street, in the town. 

It is thought he was walking to the shops when he was hit on January 
Arnold Soulsby 30 . Mr Soulsby was an active member of the Black Country Bowls Club 

and the Royal British Legion and Royal 
Naval Association in Stourbridge. 

His daughter Susan Rowley, 61, of Grove 
Road, Stourbridge, said his death had left 
his two children, four grandchildren and 
eight great grandchildren “incredibly 
upset”. 

Mrs Rowley said: “He was a very healthy 
living sort of guy - his death was a massive 
shock. He was deaf and needed glasses, but 
was very mobile and would go out walking 
every day. He was not your typical old man. ” 
Mr Soulsby served in the Royal Navy 
during the Second World War from 1944, 
spending time mostly in the Indian Ocean 
before being demobbed in 1946. 

Ron Gould, welfare officer at the Royal 
Naval Association in Stourbridge, said Mr 
Soulsby had helped the branch collect 
£3,000 for the Poppy Appeal at Merry Hill 
shopping centre last year. 

Mr Gould said: “His death was tragic, it 
was a terrible shock to everyone. I’ll remem¬ 
ber him for his sense of humour and strong 
Geordie accent.” 

He lived and worked in Newcastle before 
moving to the Black Country in 1975 to be 
closer to his two daughters, Mrs Rowley and 
Carol Woodwood. His wife Lilian died in 
1995 aged 69. 

An inquest was opened on February 6. A 
full hearing will be held later this year. 


Council will 
spend £2.5m 
on new bins 

COUNCIL chiefs in Dudley will spend 
£2.5million on introducing wheelie bins for 
weekly rubbish collections in the borough. 

They will buy 125,000 bins which will 
replace the black plastic bags now used. 

There are also plans to roll out a plastic 
and cardboard recycling service to more 
homes across the borough. 

In 2010, the council introduced a three- 
bag limit for each property. 

The wheelie bin plan will save the council 
the £250,000 spent on black sacks each year. 

The council’s cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, Tracy Wood, said introducing wheelie 
bins would improve the service. 

“Providing a wheelie bin service will 
enable us to make more efficient collections 
while reducing the risk of bags splitting or 
being ripped open by animals. 

“The new bins will be financed through 
savings from the sack service and will be 
complemented by improvements to our 
kerbside collection, which will add plastic 
and cardboard to the glass, cans and paper 
we already collect for recycling. 

“We know our residents value the waste 
and recycling service, which scored very 
highly in the Big Question consultation, and 
that’s why we strive to deliver the very best 
service that we can.” Council leader David 
Sparks added: “Our budget for the next 
three years outlines expansions of these 
services to bring plastic and card recycling to 
all borough households and to also introduce 
wheelie bins for weekly collections.” 


Gardening discount 

GARDENERS in the Wyre Forest district 
can save money by joining the council’s 
special waste collection service before the 
end of February and get a £20.50 discount. 

New and existing customers ordering the 
Garden Waste Service will pay only £32.50 
per bin, saving a £20.50 administration fee. 

Collections begin again in March after a 
break for the winter and the subscription 
fee covers 20 fortnightly collections. Anyone 
interested in joining the service is being 
asked to call 01562 732928.

Biggest cannabis farm 
could be worth millions 


ONE of the biggest cannabis fac¬ 
tories ever seen by West Mercia 
Police was discovered by chance 
in a raid by officers. 

Around 2,000 plants, worth about £2 
million, were found in a unit on an industrial 
estate in Stourport. 

Police were called to Sandy Lane Business 
and Leisure Park last Thursday by a member 
of the public who thought they saw people 
stealing fuel, but when officers arrived they 
found the cannabis plants being grown. 

Police said 14 people have been arrested in 
connection with the operation. 

Officers found hydroponic equipment and 
plants at various stages of growth at the site 
in Barracks Road, off Sandy Lane. 

Detective Inspector Carl Moore, of West 
Mercia Police said: “This was a massive 
cannabis factory, one of the biggest we have 
ever seen. 

“It was discovered purely by chance, 
thanks to the vigilance of a member of the 
public, who reported what he thought was a 
fuel theft. 

“Credit also needs to go to the first police 
officers on the scene, who upon discovering 
there was no evidence of a fuel theft, looked 
around and came across the cannabis 
factory. 

“The plants will need to be tested, but we 
believe this seizure has prevented a large 
quantity of cannabis, possibly worth several 
million pounds, ending up on the streets.” 

Nine men were arrested in the Sandy Lane 
area, followed by a further four in a Vauxhall 
Astra travelling along the Hagley Road West 
in Quinton. Another person was arrested 
and the group continue to help officers with 
their enquiries.

police when officer numbers 
were being cut. 

“We are part way through 
a process that will see us 
change our ways of working 
to be more efficient in terms 
of cutting crime and putting 
officers on the beat,” he said. 

“Early indications are 
that the Continuous 
Improvement model will 
help cut crime even further 
than we have seen in recent 
years.” 

As part of the Continuous 
Improvement programme, 
neighbourhood officers 
would spend all of their time 


in their neighbourhoods, he 
added. 

Mr Johnson said one of 
the main priorities this year 
would be anti-social behav¬ 
iour. He added: “This is what 
our residents tell us troubles 
them most. 

“We’re working with part¬ 
ners and local schools to find 
lasting solutions.” 

Another issue raised was 
stray horses in Pensnett 
near Fens Pool Nature 
Reserve. Mr Johnson said: 
“We have been working with 
the council to come up with a 
solution. ”

Town's book and coffee 
shop is facing closure 


A BOOK and coffee shop in Stour¬ 
bridge is facing closure unless 
someone comes forward to 
rescue it. 

The Well has sold Christian books and 
offered counselling services on the town’s 
High Street for almost 22 years. But its 
director Roger Eames has warned that 
unless its fortunes improve, it will vanish. 

He said: “We are in difficult and changing 
times and the needs of the local community 
are likely to increase rather than decrease in 
the future. 

“Sadly, dwindling resources, increased 
competition and the general state of the 
economy mean that, unless a buyer can be 
found or fresh capital provided to refurbish 
the coffee shop, the charity will have to close 
at some time within the next six to 12 
months.” 

Mr Eames, aged 56, said the book shop, 
run by Christian charity The Well Trust, 
had been hit in recent years by the popular¬ 
ity of the internet and music downloads. 

Meanwhile, the coffee shop had also seen 
fewer customers, he added. 

During its 22 years The Well has also been 
a centre for counselling and pregnancy 
support for new mothers and Mr Eames said 
thousands had been through the doors for 
those services. The shop and cafe employs 12 
paid staff and has regular volunteers. 

He said: “If we go it will leave a significant 
hole because there’s really nothing else like 
it in the town centre. 

“A lot of people who are lonely or elderly 
use it as their second home and have become 
known to the staff.” Mr Eames said the 
shop’s trustees were due to make a decision 
on its future in the next three to six months.

Last hurdle 
cleared for 
£24m cancer 
therapy site 


PLANS for Worcestershire’s first radiotherapy 
centre have received the final seal of approval 
paving the way for building work to start. 

NHS Midlands and East has given the £24 million project 
the green light, meaning shorter journeys for patients from 
Kidderminster. 

The centre has been in the pipeline for around five years 

and is expected to open in Hby Heather Large 


Patients in the county are 
forced to travel to centres in 
Wolverhampton, Coventry 
or Gloucester for their 
cancer treatment. 

Contractors will now be 
appointed to begin work on 
the building which will stand 
on the existing accident and 
emergency department car 
park at Worcestershire 
Royal Hospital, in Worcester. 

This news follows the 
Department of Health 
approving the £22.4million 
loan to fund the project. 

Simon Hairsnape, speak¬ 
ing on behalf of NHS 
Worcestershire said: “The 
new radiotherapy centre will 
ensure that the vast majority 
of radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy treatments 
will be delivered within 
Worcestershire, which is 
great news for local 
patients.” 

Adel Makar, lead cancer 
clinician, said: “For the first 
time he people of Worcester¬ 


shire will have a state of the 
art radiotherapy centre at 
the heart of their commu¬ 
nity. 

“Our aim is to ensure that 
every cancer patient in 
Worcestershire will have 
access to state of the art, 
timely, holistic care, locally 
in Worcestershire whenever 
possible. 

“This kind of service 
development and improve¬ 
ment is the archetype of 
what we are trying to do in 
Worcestershire to improve 
patient services both in 
terms of quality and accessi¬ 
bility.” 

It will have five radiother¬ 
apy bunkers, two CT 
scanner rooms, two treat¬ 
ment rooms and three con¬ 
sultancy rooms.

£l8m village plans are 
scaled bath due to fears 


PLANS for an £18 million retire¬ 
ment village on the site of a 
former school in Cradley have 
been scaled back amid concerns 
expressed by residents. 

There had been fears the proposed four- 
storey building would tower over neigh¬ 
bouring properties. But developer Midland 
Heart has now submitted revised plans for 
the former Cradley High School site to 
Dudley Council. They have now designed 
the complex, which is earmarked for land 
off Homer Hill Road, to fit on three floors. 

Among those who had objected to the orig¬ 
inal proposals was Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, who said he was concerned the 
development would dominate the skyline 
and look out of place because of the security 
fencing which would be put up around it. 

Midland Heart’s deputy director of new 
business and development, Nick Byrne, said 
today: “We are committed to working with 
the local community throughout any new 
development, and we have carefully listened 
to the concerns raised following lengthy 
public consultation. 

“We have worked closely with our part¬ 
ners at Dudley Council to make significant 
changes to the proposed plans. These 
include reducing the original four-storey 
building to three floors and moving the 
building further away from the homes of 
nearby residents.” 

The development will include 130 apart¬ 
ments and employ more than 40 staff. 

There will also be communal areas, such 
as a gym and cafe. The proposals include a 
separate development for 11 homes. 

Jennie Dunn, who sits on the board of gov¬ 
ernors at nearby Cradley CE Primary 
School said she was concerned there would 
not be enough parking spaces.

£34,000 grant is to be 
used to recruit archivist 


A £34,000 grant will pay for 
an archivist to be recruited 
to catalogue historic papers 
belonging to the Lyttelton 
family of Hagley Hall. 

Worcestershire Archive and 
Archaeology Service has been 
awarded the cash to fund the project. 
The papers include details of the 
estate at Hagley and the family’s 
worldwide activities. 

The papers include details of the 
estate at Hagley and the interna¬ 
tional activities of the Lytteltons as 
governor of Jamaica and a ‘founder’ 
of the New Zealand state. 

During the eighteenth century the 
Lyttelton family had links with the 
West Indies, America and the court 
martial of Admiral Byng in 1756. He 
was executed by firing squad “for 
failing to do his utmost” to stop his 
ship, the Minorca, being lost to the 
French. 

Later family members were closely 
linked with former prime minister 
William Gladstone and leading late 
Victorian politicians and socialites. 

Christopher Charles Lyttelton, the 
12th Viscount Cobham inherited the 
family home in 2008. The archives 
also include the manuscript of the 
first county history of Worcester¬ 
shire. 

This was written by Thomas 
Habington in the early 1600s, which 
is said to be a significant document in 
the early years of historical writing. 
A qualified archivist will be recruited 
by Worcestershire County Council 
and he will be based at The Hive, 
Worcester.

Dudley North MP Ian Austin says that his research has shown that 1,700 women 
in the Dudley borough alone, who were born in 1952 and 1953, will lose out 


because of the proposals. Women of that 

Drug grower 
has term cut 

A JUDGE reduced the prison sentence of a 
man who was looking after a cannabis fac¬ 
tory in Dudley to 18 months. 

Luke Richards was growing the 45 plants 
to produce skunk, a more potent form of the 
drug, which had a street value of £20,000. 

Police officers went to his address in Ivan- 
hoe Street for another matter and discov¬ 
ered four tents in three rooms with plants. 
Lighting and fans were also found. 

Prosecutor Miss Alka Brigue told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Thursday that 
the landlord confirmed Richards, aged 20, 
and now of Tudor Vale, Upper Gornal, had 
rented the property for two years. 

She added: “All plants were two weeks 
away from full maturity. This would either 
fall into a leading role (within a drugs 
organisation) or a significant role.” 

Makhan Singh, defending Richards, said 
that no plant harvests had taken place. 

He said: “The defendant has been honest 
enough to say he was motivated by financial 
gain.” Judge Michael Challinor told 
Richards, who admitted producing 
cannabis, that he decided to reduce his sen¬ 
tence to 18 months “as an act of mercy”, due 
to the defendant’s difficult childhood.

Hearing 
is told of 
bacterial 
infection 

A GAS engineer died from an 
extremely rare form of food 
poisoning, an inquest in Dud¬ 
ley heard. 

Sean Relihan collapsed and 
died at Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley after suffering a 
cardiac arrest in the hospi¬ 
tal’s smoking area. 

The hearing was told the 
47-year-old had called an 
ambulance and was admitted 
after suffering abdominal 
pains and vomiting. 

However, doctors were 
unable to find what was 
wrong with Mr Relihan, who 
lived in Trafalgar Court, Tivi- 
dale. Hours after being 
admitted, he went outside for 
a cigeratte, but collapsed. 
Paramedics were unable to 
resuscitate him, and he was 
pronounced dead at 6.50pm 
on August 2. 

Pathologist Dr Sixto Bati- 
tang told the inquest Mr Reli¬ 
han died from a bacterial 
infection called Clostridium 
which had spread into the 
blood vessels of his heart and 
lungs. Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain ruled Mr Reli¬ 
han died of natural causes.

A MANY as 33,000 
jobs in the West Mid¬ 
lands and hundreds 
in the Black Country 
are being advertised 
to overseas workers 
via an EU scheme. 

The job adverts feature 
on the EU’s EURES 
website, which is jointly 
funded by EU member 
states, including the UK. 

I’ve carried out research 
which shows scores of 
public sector jobs in 
Dudley, Walsall, Sandwell 
and Wolverhampton are 
being advertised. 

This comes at the same 
time that the Government 
is making widespread job 
losses in the public sector. 

Since 2010 2,300 nurses 
have lost their jobs, but 25 
local nursing positions 
have been advertised on 
the site. 

Elsewhere, scores of 
teaching posts have been 
advertised - 20 at schools 
and colleges in Dudley. 

Unemployment here in 
the Black Country is 
almost twice the national 
average and I’m sure we’ve 
got more than enough qual¬ 
ified nurses and teachers to 
fill these posts. 

One job that really 
caught my eye was a posi¬ 
tion as a trainee chef at a 
hotel in Wolverhampton. 

The advert says it’s an 
apprenticeship vacancy, 
working in a busy kitchen 
to assist the head chef. 

It’s for 39 hours per week 
on a weekly wage of £104. 

In a city where there’s 
nearly a thousand young¬ 
sters who’ve been out of 
work for twelve months or 


more, there must be hun¬ 
dreds of local youngsters 
who’d jump at the chance 
to get that sort of opportu¬ 
nity. 

I want the Government 
to explain why it is hiring 
workers from overseas to 
fill the roles in an area with 
one of the highest unem¬ 
ployment rates in the 
country. 

Crackdown 

David Cameron prom¬ 
ised to crack down on immi¬ 
gration, but they’re 
advertising public sector 
jobs abroad, whilst sacking 
ublic sector workers at 
ome. 

British taxpayers fund 
the scheme so the Govern¬ 
ment has a duty to ensure 
that British workers are 
given a fair crack of the 
whip. 


I learned loads as a 
teenager working at 
McDonald’s in Dudley 
High Street so I was 
delighted to join staff at the 
Upper Gornal restaurant 
last Friday to present cer¬ 
tificates and congratulate 
staff who have been 
working hard to gain quali¬ 
fications at the same time 
as working full-time and 
even in some cases, bring¬ 
ing up children. 

Diane Ash and her team 
should be congratulated. 

She employs 220 staff 
and it’s great to see a local 
employer investing in her 
staff and helping them get 
new qualifications. 

Some have been doing 
apprenticeships, others 
working for qualifications 
like GCSEs or A levels. 

We need more young 


people doing good quality 
apprenticeships - and we 
need more people getting 
better qualifications at 
school and more going to 
university too. 

I think we need a new 
generation of skilled 
workers and new appren¬ 
ticeships. 

We should start in 
schools by making educa¬ 
tion and skills our number 
one priority and introduc¬ 
ing the high-quality teach¬ 
ing of subjects such as 
engineering, design and 
technology, ending with a 
new gold standard qualifi¬ 
cation called a Technical 
Baccalaureate.

£450,000 breathes new 
life into derelict homes 


A HOME refurbishment pro¬ 
gramme has breathed new life 
into nine derelict houses in the 
Dudley borough. 

The £450,000 programme, run by Dudley 
Council and Black Country Housing Group, 
has seen nine houses transformed and 
brought back into use. 

About three per cent of houses in England 
are empty. 

Helen Phipps, one of the first tenants at 
one of the Hill Top Stourbridge houses, said: 
“It’s great to be able to move into a property 
which has been refurbished to a really good 
standard. 

“We approached the council about down¬ 
sizing from our previous property and have 
been able to move in very quickly.” 

The nine houses are in Halesowen, Brier- 
ley Hill and Stourbridge and each house was 
rewired, fitted with new kitchens, bath¬ 
rooms and heating systems as well as having 
the grounds landscaped. 

Rebecca Stevens, development manager 
at Black Country Housing Group, said: 
“Giving these properties a new lease of life 
not only provides much-needed affordable 
accommodation for people across the bor¬ 
ough, it also helps to improve street scenes 
for neighbours because many of these prop¬ 
erties had been empty for many years.” 

The news comes as Dudley Council’s cab¬ 
inet prepares to look at a possible £550,000 
boost to renovate empty homes across the 
region. For the last two years Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has allocated the amount to support pri¬ 
vate sector housing grants and loans to 
bringing empty residential properties back 
into use. It has been proposed that this fund 
be made available each year.

Plaques play an educational role 


THE blue plaques still play a huge 
huge educational role, says Jez 
Nicholson, of the national 
website Open Plaques. 

“The plaques are very often the first thing 
that gets people to take an interest in their 
local history,” he adds. 

There is a question mark over the future 
of them in London but there are plenty to 
be seen around the Black County. 

In Dudley there are seven such plaques 
(although only five of them are actually 
blue), around 20 in Sandwell, and around 
seven in Walsall. 

Television comedian Billy Dainty, who 
died aged 59 in 1986, is honoured on a 
plaque at Dudley Town Hall, along with 
fellow pantomime star Clarkson Rose. 

Others in the borough include Halesowen 
poet and landscape gardener William Shen- 
stone, comedienne Dolly Allen, and Holly¬ 
wood star Sir Cedric Hardwicke.

Councillor Tracy Wood says the council’s 
policy is that the plaques should be funded 
by the person or group requesting them, 
and this includes installation, unless it is on 
a council building. 

One of Walsall’s five plaques is in memory 
of Jerome K Jerome, the author of Three 
Men in a Boat. 

Moreen Wilkes is chairman of West 
Bromwich Local History Society, which is 
behind three plaques which have been 
installed at landmarks around the town. 

She says securing funding for the plaques 
has definitely become more difficult 
recently, and can well envisage that fewer 
new plaques will be unveiled in years to 
come. 

“In the past there has been lottery 
funding available, but a lot of that has dried 
up,” she says. The funding is there if you are 
willing to search for it, but it is very difficult 


to find, and you really have to dot all the ‘i’s 
and cross all the ! t’s. 

“A lot of the heritage money went to the 
Olympics last year, meaning that there is 
less to go around.” 

It was Heritage Lottery funding that 
helped Smethwick Local History Society 
mark the Millennium by having 10 plaques 
erected at important sites around the area. 

“Our plaques cost in the region of £250,” 
says the society’s Mary Bodfish. 

Dedicated 

Among the sites recognised in this way are 
the site of James Watt’s Smethwick engine 
which pumped water from the town’s locks 
in 1779 to 1891, and the Old Chapel Inn, pre¬ 
viously The Hand of Providence, an 18th 
century pub in Uplands which dates from 
the same time as the neighbouring church. 

War ley Woods, and the Soho Foundry are 
also recognised. 

Historian Terry Price is behind three 
plaques in West Bromwich, all of which are 
dedicated to the Hollywood star Madeleine 


Carroll. 

One is at her birthplace, which was 
financed by the proceeds of Mr Price’s 
history books, another at her childhood 
home was jointly financed by Mr Price and 
Sandwell Council, and a third, at the former 
West Bromwich Grammar School, where 
Carroll was a pupil, was sponsored by the 
Old Throstles Association. 

Not that everybody is keen on being hon¬ 
oured in this way. 

Mr Price approached rock legend Robert 
Plant about installing a plaque at his birth¬ 
place in West Bromwich, but the musician 
declined the offer. 

Mr Price believes there probably will be 
fewer plaques installed in years to come, but 
this is not down to shortage of funding. 

“I don’t think there are that many people 
who are really successful, and we don’t want 
it to become devalued to the point where 
every Tom, Dick and Harry is getting some¬ 
thing.”

“Both companies are con¬ 
fident they will get the sup¬ 
port to open in the area.” 


Hit-and-run suspect 
sought after tragedy 


A GREAT-GRANDFATHER of 
seven has died after being hit 
by a suspected hit-and-run 
driver. 

Retired bricklayer Bernard Betts, 
aged 85, of Cradley Heath, was 
knocked down while walking his dog 
Jack. He was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital, Dudley, after the crash on 
January 16 but died two weeks later. 

Police hunting the driver said they 
were looking for a red Citroen seen in 
the area at the time. 

Mr Betts’ son, Les, a teacher from 
Stourbridge, said the the family’s 
world had been turned upside-down by 
the death. 

He added: “He was a lovely man. 
Everyone knew Bernard Betts round 
here. He was a very popular person; 
very well-liked, very laid back. 

“There were a lot of people who 
knew him round here. It’s going to 
take a long time to move on.” 

Mr Betts’ grieving widow Lilian, 
aged 83, said: “It has devastated the

whole family. I have not been right 
since. I have not been able to eat. I can 
drink but I can’t eat. It’s lonely on 
your own all day. I have not been able 
to cry yet. I think it’s the shock.” 

The crash happened at around 
6.20pm outside the home in Barrs 
Road. Mrs Betts’ daughter Linda was 
at her parents’ home at the time and 
discovered what had happened after 
investigating the commotion outside. 

“She did not know it was her dad at 
first,” said Mrs Betts. “She came in 


and said ‘it’s dad - he’s been knocked 
over’. I could not believe it.” 

Mr Betts, who had four children and 
seven grandchildren, suffered injuries 
including a broken spine and broken 
leg. He was conscious and was able to 
speak briefly, but his health deterio¬ 
rated. Mrs Betts said Jack, a Jack Rus¬ 
sell, was her husband’s life and he used 
to walk him every night at the same 
time. 

The-14-year-old dog ran off after the 
crash and was found trembling in Hay¬ 
den Hill Park half-an-hour later. 

“I wonder why the driver never 
stopped,” said Mrs Betts, who was 
married to her husband 64 years. “If a 
car hits you, it normally stops. He 
must have known he had knocked him 
over.” 

Police are keeping an open mind as 
to the type of vehicle involved but are 
looking for the red Citroen seen in the 
area at the time and have appealed for 
the driver or anyone with information 
to contact them on on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111.

IN 2012, 88 per cent of stu¬ 
dents gained five or more 
GCSE passes at A*-C and 70 
per cent gained five or more 
passes including English and 
mathematics. 

Some results were particularly out¬ 
standing, for example 90 per cent of 
students who passed science, English 
literature, ICT, art and design, busi¬ 
ness studies, drama, statistics, textiles 
and music.

Eeh-bard-gum tale on tour 


The Winter’s Tale, RSC, Stratford, 
then on tour 

THE Winter’s Tale is one of Shake¬ 
speare’s least enjoyable plays, an 
uneasy blend of tragedy and 
comedy, but a strong cast invest the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s new 
version with emotional intensity. 

Director Lucy Bailey has moved 
the play to the 19th century, with 
the wealthy inhabitants of Sicilia 
portrayed as Pre-Raphaelite 
romantics whilst Bohemia becomes 
a northern seaside resort with clog¬ 
dancing Morris men and rowdy 
wakes week revellers. The seaside 
setting is enhanced by video effects 
and a huge metal helter- 
skelter/lighthouse. 

The play is a story of jealousy, as 
King Leontes of Sicilia sets in 
motion a terrible chain of events 
when he accuses his pregnant wife 
of adultery with the King of 
Bohemia. Jo Stone-Fewings was in 


turns menacing and pathetic as the 
manic monarch, causing the audi¬ 
ence to gasp with shock when he 
punched his queen in the stomach. 

Husky-voiced Tara Fitzgerald, in 
her first RSC role, was outstanding 
as the wrongly maligned queen, her 
eyes filling with tears of anger and 
grief at her rough treatment. 

Strong support came from Rakie 
Ayola as the one lady of court pre¬ 
pared to stand up to the bullying 
king and Emma Noakes as the ale- 
swigging banished princess, who 
has grown up to speak with an eeh- 
bah-gum accent. 

The Winter’s Tale, running for 
three and a half hours, is a strange 
choice to take on tour but the per¬ 
formances are reason enough to 
catch it. It continues at Stratford 
until February 23 and the tour 
includes run at Stoke-on-Trent’s 
Regent Theatre from April 16 to 20.

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School installs cameras 
to combat metal thieves 


SECURITY has been stepped up at a 
Coseley school after lead was ripped from 
the roof. Raiders struck at Hurst Hill 
Primary School seven times between 
November and December causing thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage. 

The school in Paul Street has now 
installed a hi-tech CCTV system. All lead 
stolen is being replaced using a substitute 
material, which has little value and reduces 
the risk of more attacks. 

The school is also working closely with 
Dudley Council and the police to prevent 
further thefts. 

Headteacher Caroline Dingle said: “The 
new system will act as a deterrent to would- 
be criminals and we are confident our close 
working with the police over this matter will 


have the desired impact. It has been a very 
depressing few months through the winter 
dealing with a string of thefts when we all 
want to focus on giving our children the best 
possible education.” 

Dudley Council’s education chief Council¬ 
lor Tim Crumpton said: “These appalling 
thefts have caused damage and disruption 
to the school in recent months. 

“This CCTV will help prevent future inci¬ 
dents and by working closely with the police 
we can ensure prosecutions can be made.” 

In the most recent attack on the school, 
thieves ripped 30 metres of copper pipe from 
the roof just before Christmas, damaging 
water pipes and causing water to fall 
through the ceiling. 

Three classrooms were flooded.

Stars shine bright in 
a night of celebration 


S ome things have become 
inevitable at annual British 
awards bashes in recent years. 
Ant and Dec will pick up Best 
Entertainment Presenter at the 
National TV Awards; Corrie’s Michelle 
Keegan takes home Sexiest Female 
at the British Soap Awards, and 
James Corden will host the Brits. 

There are still a couple of months 
until Michelle’s next award is 
announced, but there’s no surprise to 
find James back on presenting duties 
for Brit Awards 2013. 

This week he dons his best ‘tailor’- 
made suit, and makes a ‘swift’ 
commute in ‘one direction’ to London’s 
02 arena. Chances are he’ll get there 
‘just in’ time, and if the ‘muse’ inspires 
him, will deliver a few witty one-liners 
to camera. And those are just a few 
tenuous clues to who’ll be performing 
here. 

But enough of such Alan Partridge- 
style segues (though they are 
arguably no worse than Sam Fox and 
Mick Fleetwood’s script from the 1989 
Brits debacle).
